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such offer as would justify them in submitting proposals for your Excellency’s 
approbation. 

In respect to the property of the Vicars Choral of Cashel, which, by the Act 
•of 6 7 of Ills late Majesty, has been vested in the Commissioners, subject to 

all valid leases and incumbrances, the legal inquiries which have been instituted 
are still pending, and the recommendations made by the Commissioners respecting 
the properties of the the Minor Canons of Ardfert, and the Vicars Choral of the 
Cathedral Churches of Cork, Cloyne, Ross, Lismore, and Tuam, still remain 
under consideration of your Excellency and the Council. 

Under the head of Perpetuity Purchases the Commissioners have to report that 
within the year applications mom 65 immediate, and 6 sub-tenants Lave been 
received, and purchases completed to the amount of 30,927 /. 5 s. 4 d., but no 
portion of that sum has been received from sub-tenants, the same difficulties as 
are referred to in the last Report on the subject of the purchase of perpetuities 
by these tenants still existing. 

An Account of the Receipts and Disbursements, of the Commissioners to the 
1st instant, is annexed to tliis Report, showing the sources from whence the 
receipts have arisen, and the specific purposes to which they have been applied. 

All which is humbly submitted to your Excellency’s consideration.
